fear that ca Hits will be able to tell 
w hat their host is to have for dinner 
This cabbage does not “ bead up” in the 
compact form of the American variety. 
Its leaves are loose, and while tbb 
plant is growing the gardener must tie 
them tip so that the Inner leaves will 
be blanched and tender by the time It 
gets its full growth. 
Otherw ise the 
leaves would spread and be less desira­ 
ble as a food.

The old style anchor of the 
form which the word suggests to the 
inexpert Is passiug aw ay on all large 
vessels. By dispensing w ith the stock 
the rigidity of the lower circular part 
of the anchor is avoided, and a more 
convenient shape is obtained, much 
more easy to handle and one that lies 
more snugly to the side of the vessel. 
It has been said th a t they do not hold, 
but this evidently is not believed by 
the builders of the Celtic. In addition 
this great ship has a stream auchor 
weighing 2.000 pounds and a kedge an 
cher weighing 1,000 pounds.

The duties of the lighthouse keeper 
are many and im portant. The top of 
the tow er is usually a tiny room, all 
glass windows. The lantern is in the 
center of Hie room. It is a great prism 
of glass, in shape like a beehive. The 
lump is set into this, and the lenses 
m agnify the com paratively small light 
of the lam p and make it a g r e a t beacon 
seen far off over the waters. Should 
the lum lnant be a flashlight, there is 
m achinery to be wound up every few 
hours to cause it to revolve. At sunset 
the kei per climbs the steep steps in the 
high tower, takes down the curtains 
th at darken it throughout the day and 
sets the lamp inside the lantern. At 
m idnight the lam p Is changed. A fresh­ 
ly filled one Is put In the place of tile 
find lighted one. 
When storm s are raging or fogs (ire 
vailing, the keeper stays awake to 
wind the machinery that keeps the fog 
signal booming over the water. Many 
sleepless nights are thus spent by Hie 
light keepers in devoted vigil of the 
aids to navigation.

A record Is 
kept of every gill. pint. quart and gal­ 
lon of oil that is nightly consumed by 
the lamps, the fractional parts of Indi­ 
es of wick burned, the lamp chimneys 
broken and the general consumption of 
al) supplies furnished yearly In larg«* 
quantities by the governm ent.—Wom­ 
a n ’s Home Companion.

W ORK IN A L IG H T H O U SE .

The duties of the lighthouse keeper 
are many and important. The top of 
the tower is usually a tiny room, all 
glass windows. The lantern is in the 
center of the room. It is a groat prism 
of glass, in shape like a beehive. The 
lamp is set into this, and the lenses 
magnify Hie comparatively small light 
of the lamp and make it ag reat beacon 
seen far off over the waters. Should 
Hie luminant be a flashlight, there is 
machinery to be wound up every few 
hours to cause it to revolve. At sunset 
the keeper climbs the steep steps in the 
high tower, takes down the curtains 
that darken it throughout the day and 
sets the lamp inside the lantern. At 
midnight the lamp Is changed. A fresh­ 
ly filled one is put in tile place of the 
first lighted one. 
When storms are raging or fogs pre­ 
vailing, the keeper stays awake to 
wind th e 'machinery that keeps the fog 
signal booming over (lie water. Many 
sleepless nights are Urns spent by the 
light keepers in devoted vigil of the 
aids to navigation. 
At the gray of 
dawn the keeper is again climbing the 
steep iron ladder to the tower top. Be­ 
fore the red rim of the sun appears the 
lamp is extinguished, the fine prismatic 
lenses are covered, and the huge panes 
of glass that form the walls of the 
room are curtained. The large lamp is 
carried down the flights of an almost 
perpendicular ladder and when filled, 
trimmed and cleaned Is ready for the 
sunset bour. The work of the keeper is 
not concluded with this feat. The most 
perplexing portion of the daily routine 
is now to be performed. 
The light keeper must give an ac­ 
count of bis stewardship. A record Is 
kept of every gill. pint. quart and gal­ 
lon of oil that is nightly consumed by 
the lamps, the fractional parts of Inch­ 
es of wick burned, the lamp chimneys 
broken and the general consumption of 
all supplies furnished yearly in large 
quantities by the government.—Wom­ 
an’s Home Companion.

All 
lifting of trays and stooping over are 
done away with, and twice the usual 
amount of clothing can lie carried with­ 
out any crumpling worth mentioning. 
Trunks for men carry at least a doz­ 
en suits of clothes, besides hats, toi­ 
let articles, shirts, underclothing nnd 
shoes, each separately to lie reached 
without disturbing auy other article of 
apparel. 
Less costly, but highly to be com­ 
mended, although naturally not so su­ 
perlatively convenient, is a 
French

Another popular article is Hie bureau 
trunk, which opens from the front and 
is the counterpart of its namesake, j 
There are natural bronze handles, four 
skirt drawers arid two for bodices and 
undergarments, besides an unusually 
deep bat department, under which is a 
secret drawer where valuable papers, 
motley or jewels can be kept wit Ii safe­ 
ty. The price is from $20 upward for 
a 40 inch length. 
H at boxes—or trunks, as you prefer 
to designate them—one of the comforts 
of the times, may be bought at from $0 
up, they being so planned as to carry 
the daintiest creations of millinery to 
their destination without crumpling.

steam er City of Golconda, plying be­ 
tween this city and 
Elizabeth town, 
Ills., was struck by a squall during a 
storm about 7 o clock last night as 
she was en route to Paducah. 
She 
tim e d over in IO feet of water, six 
hi ilea above 
the city, as she was 
tiring into Crowell’s 
landing. 
Six­ 
teen persons are reported drowned. 
The disaster occurred as supper was 
served, and m any of the 75 passen­ 
gers were In th e cabin. 
The wind 
ii ruck the boat w ithout w arning and 
th ere was no tim e for those on the 
inside 
to 
escape. 
C aptain 
Jesse 
B auer and Pilot E. E. Peck w ere the 
last to leave the boat and swam to 
shore. 
They eaved several persons 
fctruggling in th e w ater and 1< ft the 
survivors in a house n ear the bank 
and cam e to the city. 
Captain Bauer, 
who arrived here two hours after the 
catastrophe, said: 
Story cf the Captain. 
“The boat was getting 
ready to 
land when th e squall struck her and 
she listed. 
Several passengers who 
w ere Inside jum ped overboard aud 
w ere caught by the boat. 
The ladies,

Aug. 15, and running at full speed, 
i truck a floating Iceberg, and, in less 
than 20 minutes, went to the bottom 
of the deep channel, carrying men. 
women and children to watery graves. 
The Islander had 108 passengers, 
and all wore in bed when the vessel 
struck. The shock was so severe that 
many were thrown from their berths 
and tire wildest excitement prevailed. 
Word was soon passed that the vessel 
was doomed, and a general scramble 
fer tho lifeboats ensued, many jump 
mg overboard and attempting to swim 
to the shore, the distance being short.

RAFT TO SAVE LIFE AT SEA. 


In v en to r H o p ei to W in th e $20,000 
P ollock l’rl*e. 
N. II. Borgfelt will enter a life sav­ 
ing raft in a competition in France for 
the prize of $20,000 offered by the es­ 
tate of Anthony Bollock, who was lost 
in the wreck of the Bourgogne on July 
4, 1898. 
The raft which Mr. Borgfelt controls 
is made of floats and bags of rope net­ 
ting. which can be rolled iDto the size 
of an ordinary ship’s boat and slung 
to support in the same way, says the 
New 
York 
Evening 
World. 
When 
needed, it only requires the cutting of 
a rope to cause it to unroll and float 
alongside the vessel. There it Is held 
by a rope ladder as wide as the raft, 
down which 15 persons may scramble 
abreast. Instead of tossing like a boat 
it merely rises and falls with the ac­ 
tion of the heaviest waves. 
The main purpose of the device is to 
afford a safe method of loading boats.
